COVID-19 Public Health 
Emergency Ending 


Change in national sta- 
tus comes with up- 
dated guidelines for 
vaccinations 


Based on current 
COVID-19 trends, the U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) 
has ended the public 
health emergency de- 
clared for COVID-19. The 
declaration officially ex- 
pired at the end of the day 
Thursday, May 11. 

According to HHS, since 
the peak of the Omicron 
surge at the end of Janu- 
ary 2022: 

*. Daily COVID-19 re- 
ported cases are down 
92%, 

*. COVID-19 deaths have 
declined by over 80%, and 

¢. New COVID-19 hospi- 
talizations are down 
nearly 80%. 

“Access to COVID-19 
vaccinations and antiviral 
treatments such as 
Paxlovid will generally not 
be affected by the ending 
of the public health emer- 
gency,” says Dr. Joshua 
Meyerson, Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michi- 
gan (HDNW) Medical 
Director. “With better im- 
munity from vaccinations 
and previous infection and 
the availability of effective 
medications for those at 
increased risk for severe 
disease, we are in a much 
better place than we were 
three years ago.” 


DO YOU NEED A BOOSTER? 


Regardless of past vacci- 
nation status with the 
monovalent/original 
mRNA vaccine, everyone 
who hasn’t yet can receive 
a single Omicron booster, 
which is also called the Bi- 
valent vaccine. This can 
provide additional protec- 


tion against circulating 
strains. 


The newer Bivalent 
booster rolled out last fall 
and contains components 
from the original virus 
strain as well as the BA.4 
and BA.5 Omicron vari- 
ants. It is now the stan- 
dard for COVID-19 
boosters and can be given 
as a primary first dose too. 


HERE ARE THE CURRENT SIM- 
PLIFIED GUIDELINES: 


¢. Everyone 6 years of 
age and older should get 
one Bivalent Covid-19 vac- 
cine (Pfizer or Moderna) to 
be considered up to date. 

*. People aged 65 years 
and older may get a sec- 
ond updated booster (at 
least 4 months after they 
had their first). 

¢. For those under 65, 
only people who are mod- 
erately or severely im- 
munocompromised may 
also get a second Bivalent 
booster dose (2 months 
after their first dose). 
Those with other underly- 
ing medical conditions 
only need a single Bivalent 
dose to be up to date. 

¢. Children 6 months 
through 5 years of age 
may receive one or more 
doses of the updated vac- 
cine depending on the 
number of doses they pre- 
viously received. 

“For many of us, it has 
been a significant period 
of time since a previous 
dose of COVID-19 vac- 
cine,” Meyerson says. 
“The availability of the Bi- 
valent vaccine offers an 
excellent opportunity to 
reduce our risk of infec- 
tion, illness, and transmis- 
sion of the virus to those 
around us.”

This report covers the drinking 
water quality for City of Boyne 
City for the 2022 calendar year. 
This information is a snapshot of 
the quality of the water that we 
provided to you in 2022. Included 
are details about where your 
water comes from, what it con- 
tains, and how it compares to 
United States Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (U.S. EPA) and 
state standards. 

Your water comes from two 
groundwater wells on Division 
and three wells on Addis Street 
The wells on Division are over 100 
feet deep and the ones on Addis 
are over 200 feet deep. The State 
performed an assessment of our 
source water to determine the sus- 
ceptibility or the relative potential 
of contamination. The suscepti- 
bility rating is on a seven-tiered 
scale from “very-low” to “very- 
high” based on geologic sensitiv- 
ity, well construction, water 
chemistry and contamination 
sources. The susceptibility of our 
Division Street source is rated 
high. The susceptibility of our 
Addis Street source is rated mod- 
erate. 

There are no significant sources 
of contamination in our water 
supply. We are making efforts to 
protect our sources. The City has 
completed a Well Field Delin- 
eation and developed a Wellhead 
Protection Program.

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How Much Does Tourism Really Impact the Local Economy?

The short answer, 
a lot. Now that it is June, 
seasonal residents and visi- 
tors are arriving in North- 
ern Lower Michigan, filling 
local restaurants and ho- 
tels, shopping in stores, at- 
tending festivals and 
community events. In pol- 
icy discussions, Northern 
Lower Michigan is often 
characterized as having a 
tourism or resort economy, 
but what is the actual im- 
pact of the industry? 

There are many 
ways to examine the impact 
of an industry: jobs, con- 
sumer spending, wages 
paid, and other metrics. 
Fortunately, Pure Michigan 
releases annual reports that 
review the economic impact 
of tourism at the county 
level. In total, visitor spend- 
ing in the NLEA service 
area grew from $856.6 mil- 
lion in 2016 to $1.09 billion 
in 2021. Figure 1 shows esti- 
mates for visitor spending 
changed in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, and 
Emmet Counties from 2016 
to 2021. 

The figure reveals 
steady growth in tourism 
spending from 2016 to 2019 
before spending decreased 
due to the pandemic. By 
2021 however, each county 
had exceeded its pre-pan- 
demic visitor spending. 
With spending growth rates 
of 29.1% and 32.8% respec- 
tively from 2020 to 2021, 
Cheboygan and Emmet 
Counties outpaced the 
27.6% growth rate of the 
state’s tourism industry. 
The figure also reveals that 
much of visitor spending is 
concentrated in Emmet and 
Charlevoix Counties which 
is to be expected given the 
larger volume of visitors 
that they receive. While 
total spending is a solid 
metric, it is important to

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consider how visitors are 
spending their money. 

The billion plus 
dollars of the local tourism 
sector flows through a vari- 
ety of establishments. Ac- 
cording to Pure Michigan, 
visitors to Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, and 
Emmet Counties in 2021 
spent their $1.09 billion as 
follows: 34.7% on lodging, 
20.9% on food and beverage, 
12.0% on retail, 16.6% on 
recreation, and 15.7% on 
transportation. A break- 


HDNW Offers Local Food 
Handling Classes 


As the State of Michigan 
prepares to update its Cer- 
tified Food Manager Train- 
ing and Testing 
requirements, the Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan (HDNW) is mak- 
ing education and training 
more convenient. The 
classes are geared for staff 
of full-service restaurants. 

Currently, the 2009 food 
code requires food service 
establishments to have a 
Certified Food Manager on- 
site the majority of the 
time they are operating. 
The pending 2017 food code 
will require a Certified 
Food Manager to be pres- 
ent whenever the restau- 
rant is open. 

“We want to make sure 
our licensed food service 
businesses are prepared for 
when the updates to the 
Michigan Food Code take 
place,” says Jeremy Fruk, 
HDNW Director of Envi- 
ronmental Health. “The 
changes have been written 
for some time, but passage 
is expected in the next year 
or so.” 

Over the summer, the 
state required one-day 
training will be offered at 
HDNW offices in Bellaire, 
Charlevoix, and Gaylord. 
The training is designed for 
restaurants with more 
complex food safety re- 
quirements, such as batch 
cooking that requires two- 
step cooling and serving 
foods with minimum inter- 
nal temperatures for serv- 
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ing. 

“We know the online 
classes fill up fast,” says 
Rhiannon Pomerville, 
HDNW Environmental 
Sanitarian II, who will be 
the instructor. We also 
know that online learning 
isn’t for everyone— 
whether they prefer in-per- 
son instruction or lack the 
level of technology needed 
for online training and un- 
supervised testing. Our 
class is close to home and 
uses less sophisticated 
technology.” 

Having a qualified in- 
structor present during on- 
line testing simplifies that 
process, as cameras aren’t 
necessary for verification. 
However, all registrants 
are required to bring their 
own laptop. Chromebooks 
and iPad are not compati- 
ble for the electronic exam. 

Class sizes will be lim- 
ited to a maximum of 15 
people. Anyone interested 
in taking the Always Food 
Safe Certified Food Man- 
ager training can link 
through to preregister.

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down of spending by county 
can be found on the Pure 
Michigan website. All that 
spending generated $124.4 
million in tax revenues, a 
small portion of the over 
$2.95 billion that the 
tourism industry generates 
statewide. Visitor spending 
on lodging further supports 
the local tourism sector be- 
cause a portion of that rev- 
enue is directed to local 
visitors bureaus, like the 
Petoskey Area and Cheboy- 
gan Area Visitors Bureaus. 
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These organizations are re- 
sponsible for advertising 
the region, attracting new 
visitors and highlighting 
local attractions. While visi- 
tor spending gives an idea 
of the size of an industry, it 
is important to understand 
how those dollars circulate 
through local economy. 
Figure 2 provides esti- 
mates of the jobs and wages 
supported by the tourism in 
the region. The total 
columns are calculated by 
combining direct and indi- 


rect impacts. Direct jobs are 
the jobs in the tourism sec- 
tor provided by hotels, 
campgrounds, restaurants, 
shops, marinas, and other 
businesses. By extension, 
direct income is the wages 
paid by these jobs. Indirect 
jobs and wages are created 
by the spending of individu- 
als in the tourism sector. 
When a hotel manager 
spends money at the gro- 
cery store, the local auto 
mechanic, and the phar- 
macy, they support the jobs 
and wages of those busi- 
nesses. The children of 
tourism employees require 
childcare and schooling, 
this creates more jobs and 
wages. 

These estimates show the 
significant role of the 
tourism sector to the local 
economy; it employs a large 
share of people and repre- 
sents a traded cluster. Eco- 
nomic developers talk in 
terms of local and traded 
clusters. Local clusters con- 
sist of industries that serve 
the local market and move 
money within a commu- 
nity; healthcare and educa- 
tion are two examples. In 
contrast, traded clusters are 
industries that serve mar- 
kets beyond the local region 
and bring dollars into a 
community. As a traded 
cluster, the local tourism 
sector is competing with 
other vacation destinations 
and is bringing dollars into 
the local community. Those 
dollars are then recircu- 
lated through wages, supply 
chains, and employees. The 
strength of Northern Lower 
Michigan’s tourism indus- 
try should be a point of 
pride, but it is also a cause 
for concern. 

The tourism sector 
is integral to the local econ- 
omy, but it faces the chal- 
lenge of seasons. The 
seasonal nature of the in- 
dustry contributes to an- 
nual fluctuations in local 
unemployment rates, a con- 
cerning phenomenon. Each 


year, unemployment rates 
rise from July lows to win- 
tertime highs: Antrim’s in- 
creases three to five 
percent, Charlevoix’s in- 
creases three to four per- 
cent, Cheboygan’s increases 
ten to fourteen percent, and 
Emmet’s increases three to 
four percent. The annual 
layoff cycle poses a signifi- 
cant barrier to individuals 
and families trying to im- 
prove their well-being. This 
troubling reality reveals the 
need to provide more stable, 
year-round employment by 
growing other industries, 
like manufacturing and 
professional services, and 
expanding the shoulder sea- 
sons of the tourism sector. 
These two strategies are an 
opportunity to reduce sea- 
sonal unemployment and 
improve the socioeconomic 
status of residents.

‘Meet the Doulas’ publication available 


for community, professionals 


Earlier this spring, 23 
area residents underwent 
training to become Michi- 
gan Department of Health 
& Human Services certified 
doulas, through a program 
coordinated by the Great 
Start Collaborative and 
Parent Coalition of 
Charlevoix, Emmet and 
Northern Antrim Counties. 
Now, the community can 
access these doulas, learn 
about their training, and 
contact them for services 
through a new publication 
put together by the collabo- 
rative: “Meet the Doulas.” 

Doulas are birthworkers 
who assist pregnant indi- 
viduals throughout their 
pregnancy and during 
birth. In January, the state 
of Michigan began cover- 
ing doula services, increas- 
ing the need for these 
services, according to Sa- 
vanah Cool, Director of the 
Great Start Collaborative. 

Anticipating the need, 
Cool brought DONA Inter- 
national trainer Jessica 
English to the area in May, 
when the group of trainees 
learned the skills to be- 
come doulas over a four- 
day period. They are now

Centennial Year for Whiting 
Memorial Park in 2023 


Whiting Park is 100 
years old in 2023. Centen- 
nial year! Time to remem- 
ber how it came to be, the 
treasure it is for Charlevoix 
County. The lasting influ- 
ence one person can have 
upon a community. 

Aman who grew-up ona 
struggling homestead in 
Northern Michigan, built a 
life with trials and tri- 
umphs that resulted in 
Success. In his autobiogra- 
phy he shares his story asa 
way to help and encourage 
each individual passing 
through similar circum- 
stances that he experi- 
enced. Copies of 
“Autobiography of Perry 
Whiting” are at the Boyne 
District Library, 
Charlevoix Public Library 
and the Jordan Valley Dis- 
trict. They can be viewed 
in the Library but are not 
out for circulation. This 


book is worth exploring. 
After buying the family 
Homestead from his 
mother while living in Cali- 
fornia he experienced chal- 
lenges with managing the 
land from long distance. He 
offered Charlevoix County 
the land with beautiful lake 
frontage and upland forest 
for a park. He asked the 
park be named “Whiting 
Memorial Park” in honor 


of his father and that the 
county would annually in- 
vest $1,000 in permanent 
improvements to the park. 
In 1923 the deal was ap- 
proved. 

The gift was 166 acres. 
The sun rises over Boyne 
City at the East end of 
Lake Charlevoix in full 
view from the campground 
and beach areas. Over the 
years two (2) public use 


buildings have been built, 
two (2) pavilions have been 
constructed. The camp- 
ground and beach have 
evolved over the decades. 

Swim school has trained 
generations with water 
skills for more than 50 
years at Whiting Park. 
Trails wander over the 
lands and through the 
woods for exploring. A few 
miles from East Jordan, 
Boyne City and a ferry ride 
from Charlevoix, the cen- 
tral location serves resi- 
dents from all corners of 
the county. 

Come visit the park. 
Events will be happening 
during 2023 to encourage 
visitors to enjoy the beauti- 
ful lands of the park.

STATE CHAMPIONSHIP!

Next up came the State 
Final for the Championship 
facing the Vicksburg Bull- 
dogs, another power hitting 
team which achieved 4th 
place in Michigan Division 
2 team home run list this 
year with 61 dingers. But it 
takes more than just home 
runs to win a game as the 
Blue Devils out hit Vicks- 
burg 10-3 in an 8-3 victory to 
bring home the trophy. 

As the 2 previous playoff 
games have gone this one 
started a little slow as each 
team was looking for its 
groove. Vicksburg first 9 
batters were retired in 
order by flame thrower 
Jones and then the Lady 
Blue Devils struck in the 
bottom of the 3rd inning 
when Miller rifled a single 
down the 8rd base line and 
scored ahead of Kozlowski 
who hit her14th home run 


and the team’s 72nd home 
run of the season for a 2-0 
lead. 

Vicksburg got one back in 
the 4th on a couple walks 
and a single. The Blue Dev- 
ils responded with 3 runs in 
the bottom of the inning 
with Shepherd picking up 2 
RBIs with a double giving 
Gaylord a 5-1 lead after 4. 
They got 3 insurance runs 
in the bottom of the 6th off 
a single by Wangler, fol- 
lowed by Miller’s 4th hit of 
the game and Shepherd’s 
2nd double of the game 
driving in both Wangler and 
Miller. Both Miller’s and 
Shepherd’s hits tied Finals 
records for doubles in a 
game and hits in a game. 
Kozlowski followed up with 
her second hit of the day 
driving in Shepherd. The 
Bulldogs rallied for 2 runs 
in the top of the 7th inning 
but it was too little too late. 
There were plenty of offen- 


sive accolades to go around 
as Miller went 4 for 4, Shep- 
herd had 4 RBIs and Ko- 
zlowski had 2 hits and 3 
RBIs. Jones went all 7 in- 
nings on the mound giving 
up 2 earned runs on just 3 
hits for her 9th win of the 
year. 

After the awards presen- 
tation I talked to several 
players. Jones said, “I was 
pretty excited going into the 
game and this was our goal 
the entire year. We were 
pumped and I’m so proud of 
our team. We had a success- 
ful season with some ups 
and downs but we fought 
hard and stayed on our mis- 
sion.” Aubrey has had sev- 
eral college offers from 
Division 1 schools and said 
she has narrowed it down to 
the top 5. Her older sister 
Jayden, who missed the en- 
tire playoffs with a broken 
wrist, has already commit- 
ted to play at Virginia Tech

The school district 
Even if you don't have

with good schools will be 
in your best interest. 
When and if you sell the 
home at some point in the 
future, future buyers with 
children will likely con- 
sider good schools their 
top priority. And neigh- 
borhoods with good 
schools typically attract 
more buyers. 

There are several sites 
on the Web in which 
school reports are just a 
few mouse clicks away. 
Basically all you do is 
enter a geographical area 
or zip code and it will dis- 
play ratings for the school 
system.
